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PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


As many of you know, the Congress of the United 
States and the President signed into law a new 
"Communications Amendments Act of 1982", known as 
PL 97-259. This law authorized the Federal Com- 
munications Commission to, among other things, 
accept and employ the voluntary and uncompensated 
services of certain Amateur Radio Service licensees 
to prepare and administer examinations for appli- 
cants for licesnses in the Amateur Radio Service. 


To implement this portion of PL 97-259, the 
Rules will have to be amended. The ARRL has filed 
a petition for Rulemaking, dated October 22, 1982, 
which sets forth a possible pro-ram for administer- 
ing amateur examinations together with a listing 
of the various amendments to Part 97 deemed neces- 
sary to establish legal bases for the proposal. 


Comments with respect to the filing of the ARRL 
are due by November 29. I have discussed this 
matter with your Board of Directors and will, dur- 
ing the week of November 22, to gather their ideas 
so that we may prepare a filing in response to the 
petition. In this connection a series of meetings 
between myself, the ARRL and the FCC are taking 
place, It is probable that the Commission will 
issue notice of proposed rulemaking in the Spring. 
Vice President Leland Smith, W5KL, is coordinating 
input and ideas for a possible QCWA filing. 


You will be seeing this in print during the

The Early Days of Radio 
as remembered by Irwin (Irv) Wolfe -W6HHN, ex W2KTC, 2BDZ 


1916 - 1920 
A talk presented at the annual picnic of the Norcal 
chapter of the QCWA Aug.29,]982 


My first experiences with a wireless receiver was at the 
tender age of 12. | built a receiver with the tuning coil 
wound on a Quaker Oat box, a galena detector and a single 
headphone. | was entranced on hearing code transmissions, 
altho | could not copy it. Needless to say, | became 
hooked on wireless for the rest of my days. 


After WWI, there were three stores in New York City that 
were selling ham equipment; the Electro Importing Co., 
J.H. Bunnell & Co. and Manhattan Electrical Supply Co, 
Before lona a few smaller retail stores were in the busi- 
ness. The most popular was Lolass & Co popularly known as 
'The Greek’. His store was alongside of the E.!. Co on 
Fulton Street. For years many hams would congregate in 
front of the Lolass and E.1. Co stores on Saturday morn- 


Ings and swap stories, swap parts and buy parts at Lolass.. 


the first ham radio discount store. Those were the days 
of galena, silicon, catswhiskers, low loss colls, synchro- 
nous and non-synchronous rotary spark gaps, leyden jars, 
helixes and cage antennas. | recently read that cage an- 
tennas are still used in China! 


Then came vacuum tubes and the detector and two stage 
audio amplifier | built, all wired up with bus bar using 
‘moulded mud! tube sockets. My first transmitter used the 
popular Ford spark coil. Four were used in the old Ford 
model A. As my affluence increased, my output power also 
did, with a Thordarson high voltage transformer and a non 
synch rotary gap. My DX increased from 1 mile to 20! 


When | decided at 15 to join the work force, it had to 
be in the wireless field. After a brief period with Man- 
hattan Elec Supply Co (MESCO) at a non technical job, | 
finally made it at Electro Importing CO as a 'solderer' 
and assemblyman, | was in awe of Hugo Gernsback who in- 
terviewed me for the job. Then followed stints at the 
Wireless’ Improvement Co and the International Wireless Co, 
both manufacturers of commercial equipment. As | slowly 
plodded up the ladder to success(7) and greater earning 
power, | received a letter from my close pal, 2 QH, from 
Havana, Cuba. He had become a wireless operator and this 
was his first trip. After re-reading his vivid descrip- 
tions of the wonderful times, the georgeous women, the 
beautiful bordellos etc, | decided to switch careers. | 
registered for evening classes at the Marconi Institute to 
become a wireless operator...and in a few months | became 
proud possessor of Radio Onerator Commercial first class 
license. | was not quite 17 when | reported aboard SS 
Chappaqua as readio operator. 1'l] never forget the re- 
mark of the Captain when | entered his office. What can | 
do for you sonny!..1 proudly presented the assignment 
papers from the Independent Wireless Co, introducing me as 
the radio operator..he read it, looked me over (I looked 
young for my age) and said, My God, they'll be sending 
them over in their diapers next. 


The early days of Radio 1920 to 1930s 


"Being an entrepeneur in the early days of Radio" 


After ‘shipping out’ for a few years, my old buddy, Abe 
Hass, and | decided there was no future in being a radio 
operator at 70 a month for second operators and 90 for 
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chief. On passenger ships, we worked a 12 hour day. On 
freighters, the chow was miserable. We pooled our resour- 
ces, about $300, and went into the amateur radio supply 
business. We rented an upstairs office, bought second 
hand furniture, a small stock of small items and placed a 
half page ad in QST, and thus the "Amateur Radio Supply 
Co" was formed at 77 Cortlandt St in lower Manhattan. We 
built antenna couplers, helical wound on 'kiln dried 
maple', small one tube receivers, low powered transmitters 
etc. Advertising in QST really paid off and before long 
we were doing quite well in the mail order business. 

ARSCO prospered and expanded. Before long we received 
orders for higher powered equipment as well as for broad- 
cast transmitters. We had a Mexican general visit us and 
order 50 transmitters and shell out $5000.00 in 100 dollar 
bills..what a break! Most of the local hams in the city 
visited us regularly. They of course included many of the 
founders of the QCWA. Our dear friend John DiBlasi, was a 
manufacturers rep and we were one of his best customers. 
John always had a ready smile, a quick wit, a funny story, 
a really swell guy. 


Then came disaster! Along about 1926 we decided to 
build a broadcast transmitter for ourselves and all our 
resources were funneled into building a transmitter house, 
setting up a broadcast antenna, renting studio space and 
hiring the necessary help to operate WSGH on 1250 KC. 
During those hectic days we were helped by many of the 
charter members of QCWA, Dave Talley, Earl Dannals, Jack 
Berliant, Leo Germain etc. We were sorely in need of a 
good business manager. Abe and | were more interested in 
the technical end of the business and at our age, ham 
radio and YLs were the important things in life. We ran 
into financial difficulties..trying to meet the weekly 
payrolls with no cash flow. We finally closed down 
ARSCO, which we sadly neglected. Before too long, WSGH, 
which became WFOX (studios in the FOX theatre) was sold. 


| wish we held out a bit longer on the station sale..six 
months after it was sold, it was resold by the new owners 
for 10 times its purchase price. 


Another brilliant idea was hatched. We would take our 
monies from the station sale, build a large yacht, install 
a high power P.A. system aboard. We would cruise the New 
York beaches, broadcast music and intersperse with commer- 
cial announcements. A survey of prospective advertisers 
was made and strong interest was indicated. And so our 
dream boat was built for us in Maine and we sailed it down 
to New York's Sheepshead Bay and thus the MS MARIVOX 
(Voice of the sea) was born. The P.A. system was some- 
thing to behold! The special speakers were air driven and 
modulated by a few hundred watts of audio power. Business 
was booming and we bombarded Coney Island and Brighton 
beaches with sound and music. 


Alas, our luck did not hold out. Some people did not 
appreciate the free entertainment they were receiving and 
the complaints resulted in a new ordinance forbidding our 
operations. 


At this point in time we ran out of ideas on making our 
first million and instead we both took jobs as chief eng- 
ineers of other broadcast stations. 


Look not mournfully intothe past. It comes not back again.

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ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS REGARDING THE PROCEDURES USED IN THE 
PRODUCTION OF THE TRIENNIAL QCWA ROSTER 


The matter of names omitted from the QCWA 1982 Membership 
Directory has again made it necessary to explain the method 
by which our "active" QCWA membership file is maintained § 
processed. Appendix A, attached, is a full description of 
our office routine in that regard. 


About one year before actual work begins in preparing the 
QCWA triennial membership directory, we begin making re- 
quests in QCWA NEWS and in the HLR, asking members and the 
Chapters to get all members to check name spelling, to make 
certain that addresses are corrected and that all members 
dues are paid to QCWA so as to insure that they will appear 
in the Directory properly, The last such announcement made 
in the HLR for January, 1982, indicated that members in 
good standing as of March 31, 1982, would be included in 
the Directory. 


The last corrections to the active membership file were 
made the week of April 5, 1982. The active file was then 
put through a series of computer tests to insure that all 
information was correctly entered and suitable for printing. 
The directory information was printed on April 15, 1982, 
and we received the print-out pages on April 29, 1982, 


The work of preparing the 128 pages of material, camera~ 
ready was carried out during May, June and early July. The 
completed material was delivered to the printer July 15.... 
Printing, collating and binding were completed about Sep- 
tember 5, 1982, The four and one-half tons of material 
were delivered to the mailing service on September 9, 1982, 
Each directory was placed in an envelope and mailing labels 
which had been prepared, were attached. The directories 
were placed in the post-office about September 30, 1982, 
The mailing consisted of more than one and one-half million 
pages. 


All members in good standing as of October 1, 1982, were 
sent the new directory even though they may not have been 
members in good standing at the time the roster was pulled 
for printing. New members will receive the directory as 
long as our supply lasts. 


The lead time, from the beginning of work - April 10, 
(when computer error processing was in progress) to the 
date of mailing was just under 5 months. = WSEJ - 
Sree 

PROCEDURE TO MAINTAIN QCWA ACTIVE DIRECTORY 


The following procedure, used in the past, is dated to show 
its application beginning in January, 1983. 


Bach calendar quarter finds us preparing a letter of remind- 
er to be sent to members whose dues are about to lapse, or 
that have lapsed. Mailing lists for this letter will be 
obtained during 1983 in the following manner: 


1. On January 5, 1983, we will initiate a computer sort 
for members whose dues have or will expire between October 
1, 1982 and March 31, 1983. The reminder letter will be 
sent to each one, requesting them to confirm their status & 
asking that they renew membership if their status is found 
to be correct. At that time (January 5, 1983) members whose 
dues expired on or before September 30, 1982, and who have 
not renewed their membership, are placed on inactive status. 
Their names are removed from the active roster. Also, mem- 
bers whose dues expired on or before December 31, 1982, 
receive no QCWA services other than dues reminders. 


2. On April S, 1983, we will initiate a computer sort 
for members whose dues have or will expire between January 
1, 1983 and June 30, 1983. The reminder letter will be 
sent to each one, requesting them to confirm their status & 
asking that they renew membership if their status is found 
to be correct. At that time (April 5, 1983) members whose 
dues expired on or before December 31, 1982, and who have 
not renewed their membership, are placed on inactive status. 
Their names are removed from the active roster. Also, mem- 
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bers whose dues expired on or before March 31, 1983, re- 
ceive no QCWA services other than dues reminders. 


3. On July 5, 1983, we will initiate a computer sort 
for members whose dues have or will expire between April 1, 
1983 and September 30, 1983. The reminder letter will be 
sent to each one, requesting them to confirm their status § 
asking that they renew membership if their status is found 
to be correct. At that time (July 5, 1983) members whose 
dues expired on or before March 31, 1983, and who have 


not renewed their membership, are placed on inactive status. 


Their names are removed from the active roster. Also, mem- 
bers whose dues expired on or before June 30, 1983, re- 
ceive no QCWA services other than dues reminders. 


4. On October 5, 1983, we will initiate a computer sort 
for members whose dues have or will expire between July 1, 
1983 and December 31, 1983. The reminder letter will be 
sent to each one, requesting them to confirm their status § 
asking that they renew membership if their status is found 
to be correct. At that time (October 5, 1983) members 
whose dues expired on or before June 30, 1985, and who have 


not renewed their membership, are placed on inactive status. 


Their names are removed from the active roster. Also, mem- 


bers whose dues expired on or before September 30, 1983, re- 


ceive no QCWA services other than dues reminders. 


This process repeated annually, insures that each member 
will receive up to three mailed notices of his membership 
status before being dropped from our membership files.

Boulder, Colorado receives so many international visitors 
that only the most unusual ones can be reported. Such is 
the case of the visit of Jean-B, "John" Wolff, LX1JW, dur- 
ing the last week of July, 1982. John has been an active 
amateur since 1918 and was a pioneer in amateur internation- 
al work. His first USA contacts, starting in 1924, includ- 
ed 1AA0, 2AER, 3CHH and Puerto Rican 4KT. Since then he has 
worked amateurs all over the world, including many he has 
known personally. Spurning formula contacts, he declines 

to QSL any QSO that is completed in less than five minutes. 
Much of his current operation is related to nets and con- 
tests of the QCWA. His life as a radio amateur has been 
made the subject of a program for German Television, prepar- 
ed by Hans Schleifenbaum, DL1YA. 


When international amateur radio started, it was easy to or- 
ganize the amateurs of Luxembourg since there were only five 
of them. John represented them at the 1925 conference at 
which the TARU was founded. The conference tended to be 
dominated by the English-speaking countries, who were much 
better organized than the non-English ones, and John's in- 
fluence prevented this dominance from becoming complete. 
This conference provided valuable training to a young man 
in his twenties for his future life in which he was to rep- 
resent his government and major industrial firms such as 
ITT, in a succession of international conferences, includ- 
ing the recent WARC. Now, nearing the age of 80, but ap- 
pearing and acting like a man barely 50, he attends a tight 
program of such meetings, and he is a constant world travel- 
er. 


John comes from a family with a tradition of public service. 
His brother served as ambassador to the USA and as a member 
of parliament. John, however, started as a physicist work- 
ing on cathode rays. Then, he became involved with submar- 
ine cables. Then, he was appointed to regulate radio, a one 
man FCC, He wrote early licenses by hand. At the beginn- 
ing of WW-II, he was captured by the Germans, but escaped 
from Berlin during the bombing. At the request of the USA, 
the Luxembourg government in exile assigned him to be in the 
US Army to do intelligence work. For this he received the 
French Legion of Honor, and he received the American Freedom 
Medal from President Eisenhower. Since the war he has serv- 
ed as a consultant on all forms of telecommunications to his 
government and to industry. He has served as President of 
the Professional engineers in Luxembourg. 


John's other interests include keeping bees, being a quali- 
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fied wine-taster, and reading history. One of his motives 
in coming to Colorado was to visit some of the sites men- 
tioned in Michener's "Centennial", which he has read three 
times.

Yardley and John had met at a hamfest in Belgium in 1935. 
Yardley had gone over with a party of British amateurs for 


a three day weekend arranged by the Belgiam amateurs. Fea- 
tures included a visit to a World's Fair in Antwerp and a 
day's party at the chateau of the late Baron de la Roche, 
ON4HM. The program was arranged by Paul de Neck, ON4UU, 
the first amateur to make WAC on phone. John and Yardley 
had lost contact until a chance and very emotional QSO in 
February, 1981, when they both discovered that each other 
was alive and well. This contact resulted in John's coming 
to Boulder.

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WIRELESS BETWEEN THE WARS 
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Recently, there has been considerable interest in the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, and in their efforts to 
"pacify" that rugged and intractable country. I thought 
that it might be interesting therefore, to relate some 
personal experiences in the 1930's, which touch upon that 
part of the world. 


First a short history lesson, In the middle of the 19th 
century, British Prime Minister Disraeli (who was, let's 
face it, a bit of a wheeler-dealer), got a lot of kudos and 
political advantage, by making Queen Victoria Empress of 
India, He also purchased the major shareholding in the New 
Suez Canal for the British Government, with the idea of 
providing easy access to the new Indian Empire. Hence, you 
may or may not recall, the expression "posh" to describe 
what we nowadays call "conspicuous consumption", The then 
major shipping line from England to the Far East was the 
Peninsular § Orient (the P, § 0") and their more expensive 
steamer tickets were stamped "POSH", indicating "Port Out, 
Starboard Home" - there was of course no air conditioning, 
and the port side fo the ship faced generally North on the 
way out, and of course the reverse on the way home, The 
opposite sides of the ship were unbearably hot, in spite 
large "windscoops" in every porthole. But to continue, in 
1857 some trouble-makers (said to be Russian agents) 
stirred up what was’ called the ''Sepoy Rebellion" in India, 
whereby a number of British Officials and their families 
were incarcerated in the infamous "Black Hole of Calcutta". 
This naturally led to severe reprisals, and the rebellion 
was put down, rather harshly by modern standards, by the 
British troops then stationed in India, greatly aided by a 
large number of Indian troops who were of a different re- 
ligion to the Sepoys, This kind of internecine religious 
strife is of course still common on the Indian sub~ 
continent. 


Disraeli then over-reached himself, by deciding to annex 
Afghanistan, to add to his Sovereign's Realm, and doubtless 
to his own advancement, whilst keeping the Russians out of 
India. An expedition was fitted out, intended to march 
through the Khyber Pass and take Kabul. However, the hardy 
Afghans do not take kindly to invaders, and the expedition 
was continously ambushed so that, after some months of 
attrition, a sole survivor returned to India to tell the 
tale, but minus his ears and testicles. When the news 
reached England much later, ther was something of an 
outcry, and Gladstone shortly succeeded Disraeli as Prime 
Minister, The British then decided to let well enough 
alone, and to man a series of Forts (and later, airfields) 
near the Khyber Pass in what is now Pakistan, to keep out 
the Afghans (and the Russians, should they have better luck 
in taming those mountain warriors), 


You may well ask, what has all this to do with radio? 
Well, by the 1930's the British Forces in India had some 
(by today's standards) rather primitive "wireless tele- 
graphy" equipment, and this was extremely useful during the 
frequent expeditions "to keep the peace" on and around the 
Khyber Pass. One memorable example was the "mule pack set" 
used by my Royal Air Force colleagues who were along on 
these Army expeditions to communicate with our supporting 
aircraft. 


The unfortunate animal carried, apart from the operator's 
tent and baggage, two large saddle bags containing bat- 
teries, a motor-generator, a 50-watt transmitter and a 
3-tube receiver, Slung alongside the mule were wooden 
poles for the antenna system, and various accessories were 
hung on wherever possible. 


It was not a popular assignment, because one had to groom 
and tend the mule, and the local Pathan tribesmen made life 
miserable (and sometimes short) by shooting at you from 
behind rocks whenever you stopped. 


This led to the "development" of an early form of mobile 
operation, whereby a woefully short antenna was erected by 
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“the aircraft would often be lost in this exercise.

strapping a pole upright at the forward end of the mle. On 
M/F, a large “earth mat", ground or counterpoise was nor- 
mally necessary - a sizable copper-mesh screen usually held 
down by a few rocks - but in the mobile role this was in- 
practicable, and there was a oft-repeated joke about the 
innocent who asked the soldiery where it was proper to put 
the earth wire. He was of course told exactly where, and 
the story is that, whenever he pressed the key, the mule 
stopped, and lifted his feet to see why the ground was so 
hot! 


I well remember flying over those forbidding mountains in 
ancient biplanes of uncertain reliability, and some stories 
about this may be of interest. Firstly, because the moun- 
tains and the aircraft had about the same ceiling height, 
experienced pilots were wont to fly straight towards a per- 
pendicular cliff (to the terror of the less experienced 
wireless operator-air gunner in the rear cockpit), safe in 
the knowledge that a powerful up-draft would carry them 
over the top. However, one's long trailing aerial below 
The 
poor chap with the mule down below would then pound his key 
uselessly in an effort to contact the antenna-less aurcraft. 
No doubt, the Pathans made many rubles by selling copper 
bracelets made from these torn-off antennas, 


I remember too, that aircrews on these trips always car- 
ried a ransom note, called the "ghoolie chit" or "ball 
paper", for reasons which we need not now discuss, except 
to say that it promised a not large (but thought sufficient) 
monetary reward to tribesmen who returned downed airmen to 
the British Authorities as whole human beings. Naturally, 
the "ghoolie chit" was regarded as equipment even more 
important than a parachute, on any flight over the borders 
of Afghanistan. 


When the tribes became particulary obstreperous, we were 
instructed to bomb their villages, but this did little 
harm, their mud huts being easily rebuilt, and we always 
gave them plenty of notice, so that no-one got hurt. Then 
some bright tactician conceived the idea of dropping bombs 
with 24-hour delayed fuses, so that real damage and casual~ 
ties might be caused, "to teach 'em a lesson". However, 
these not-so-stupid hill-men carried away the delayed- 
action bombs and placed them under the newly-constructed 
bridges built over the ravines in the Khyber Pass by the 
Royal Engineers, with obvious (and expensive) results the 
next day. I don't think the Russians find this kind of 
warfare as funny as we did. 


From reports about the difficulties being experienced in 
this area by the Soviets, it is pleasing to note that 
little seems to have changed in the past fifty years. The 
Russians still want control of their neighbours, and warm- 
water ports; the opposition to which desires caused us, all 
those years ago, to serve in great discomfort on what was 
called the "North-west Frontier" (of India), and the Afghan 
tribes are still fiercely independent and (in their home- 
land) virtually unconquerable. They have little to lose, 
and to them, war is a manly sport in which, the greater the 
odds against them, the greater the glory. In fact, during 
quiet periods, when they didn't have the British or Indian 
armies to shoot at, they would usually pick up sides, lay 
down on opposite sides of a ravine, and shoot at each other 
with ancient, home-made guns (or stolen British Lee- 
Enfields), just for the fun of it. You don't easily 
conquer a people like that.

QUARTER CENTURY WIRELESS ASSOCIATION, INC 


BY-LAWS. 
ARTICLE I 
MEMBERSHIP 
Section 1, There shall be the following classes of Membership: 

(a) U. S. Membership 

(b) Canadian Membership 

(c) Overseas Membership 

(d) Family Membership 

(e) Life Membership 

(£) Honorary Membership 

Section 2, The classes of membership are defined as follows: 

(a) 1. U.S. Members shall be those members residing within a U. S. Zip Code area 

2. U. S, Members shall hold full rights and privileges of membership including receipt of all 
regular publications 

(b) 1, Canadian Members shall be those members residing in the Canadian Provinces 
Canadian Members shall hold full rights and privileges of membership including receipt of all 
regular publications. 

(c) 1. Overseas Members shall be those members residing off the North American continent or outside 
of the United States 

2, Overseas Members shall hold full rights and privileges of membership with the exception of 
receiving regular publications 

3, Overseas Members shall receive, by air-mail envelope, quarterly publications of the Hot-Line 
Report which will provide pertinent membership information regarding nominations and elections, 
operating activities, etc. 

4, Quarterly Newsletters and tri-ennial Rosters are not provided but may be purchased upon payment 
of amount established periodically to cover costs of printing and mailing of the appropriate 
publications. 

(d) 1. Family Membership may be granted or renewed, upon request, to an eligible husband or wife, 
prother or sister, son or daughter, father or mother, of another member living at the same 
address and paying dues in accordance with Article II. 

2, Family Members shall hold full rights and privileges of membership with the exception of 
receiving publications 

3. Family Members shall receive a ballot for each election 
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(e) 1. Life Membership shall be granted to those members whose dues have been paid or granted for life. 
Life membership fees shall be based on 15 times the lowest annual dues. 


(£) 1. Honorary Membership may be granted by action of the Board of Directors in recognition of out- 
standing service rendered by persons not otherwise eligible for membership in the Association. 


2, Honorary Members shall receive regular publications 
3, Honorary Members may not vote or be elected to the Board of Directors 
Section 3, A person eligible for membership may apply by making application on the form prescribed and submitting the 


application to the General Manager for approval. Upon approval, and subject to review by the Board of 
Directors, the applicant shall be notified of his election to membership 


ARTICLE IT 
DUES 


Section 1. Each applicant for U. S. Membership shall remit an entry fee of three dollars (3.00) plus dues in accord- 
ance with the following schedule:

Life Membership $85.00 
Life Time Payment $95.00 - three (3) payments of $35, $30 and $30 dur- 


ing a one year period 


Section 4. Each applicant for Family Membership shall remit an entry fee of three dollars ($3.00) plus dues of ten 
dollars ($10.00) for three years. The entry fee will be waived for regular members converting to Family 
Membership. 


Section 5. There shall be no dues or entry fee for Honorary Membership 


Section 6, Any member whose dues have not been received by the Association within three months after expiration shall 
be dropped from all membership lists. 


Section 7, Each applicant accepted for membership shall be assigned a membership number in chronological sequence. 
This number shall not be reassigned to another member. 


Section 8. Applicants for membership who were former members shall be reinstated and reassigned their original member- 
ship number upon payment of current dues. No member shall knowingly be asigned more than one membership 
number . 


ARTICLE III 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
Section 1. The Board of Directors shall have control over the property and affairs of the Asso¢iation and shall fix 
its policies, It shall have the power to hold meetings, appoint committees, suspend, censure and take all 
necessary and proper steps to carry out the principles of the Association and promote its best interests. 


It shall appoint a General Manager and such other employees as may be considered necessary and fix their 
compensation. 
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Meetings of the Board of Directors and the regular meetings of the Association may be held within any 
state of the United States as authorized by the Board of Directors. 


Special meetings of the Board of Directors may, at the call of the President, be convened and action 
taken by mail or telephonic communications. 


No Officer or Director shall receive enumeration for his services in any capacity. This is not to 
preclude reimbursements for documented expenses approved by the President. 


Each Officer and Director of the Association shall serve for a term of two (2) years or until his successor 
is duly elected, 


A vacancy in the Board of Directors shall be deemed to occur upon the death or resignation of a member or 
upon his refusal to act, 


Robert “s Rules of Order shall govern meetings of the Board of Directors and of the Association in all cases 
which are applicable 


ARTICLE IV 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


The President shall preside at all meetings of the Association and of the Board of Directors. He shall, 
with the assistance of the General Manager, carry out the mandates and directives of the Board of Directors, 
He shall appoint such committees as he or the Board of Directors shall consider expedient or necessary. 


In the absence of the President, the Vice President shall perform his duties. In the absence of both the 
President and Vice President, such officers as may be present shall select a member of the Board to 
assume the duties of the President. 


The Secretary shall record the proceedings of all meetings of the Board of Directors. He shall promptly 
furnish copies of the minutes of these meetings to all members of the Board and publish a summary in the 
QCWA NEWS. He shall be responsible for maintaining the corporate status of the Association, filing all 
corporate reports and certificates which may be required 


The treasurer shall be responsible for the funds of the Association and shall be accountable to the Board 
of Directors. He shall prepare a proposed operating budget for submission to the Board of Directors prior 
to each Annual Neeting of the Board of Directors. 


Upon termination of his term of office, each Officer shall send to his successor, within 30 days, all 
property of the Association in his custody. 


ARTICLE V 


GENERAL MANAGER 


The General Manager shall be appointed by the Board of Directors. He shall manage the affairs of the 
Association under the direction of the President and/or the Board of Directors, He shall attend all 
meetings of the Board but without vote. He shall collect all monies due the Association and turn them over 
to the treasurer, He shall from time to time furnish to the Board of Directors such reports as may be 
required. He shall conduct the general correspondence of the Association and keep full records. He shall 
prepare and submit to each Annual Meeting of the Board of Directors a comprehensive report of the progress 
and status of the affairs of the Association, 


The Associations directories, year book, membership lists or other membership mailing facilities shall not 
be sold nor be made available to any person or organization without the prior approval of the Board of 
Directors. 
Subscriptions to the QCWA NEWS may be accepted by the General Manager from persons not qualifed for member- 
ship, upon receipt of payment of the fees prescribed, 
ARTICLE VI 
NOMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS 


The regular election of Officers and Directors shall be held in odd numbered years. Election of five (5S) 
additional Directors shall be held in even numbered years. 


No member may qualify for nomination to be an Officer or a Director of the Association unless he shall 
have been a member in good standing continuously for more than two (2) years immediately preceding his 
nomination, 


A Nominating Committee to select eligible candidates for the office of President, Vice President, 
Secretary, Treasurer and/or appropriate Director positions shall be appointed by the President, subject 
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to approval of the Board of Directors, no later than July of the appropriate years. Nominations made by 
this Committee shall be announced in the November issue of the QCWA NEWS along with a call for petitions 
from the membership for additional nominations. 


Nominations of Officers and Director candidates may be submitted by the membership by petition signed by 
at least 50 members in good standing. Such petitions shall be submitted to the Secretary, post-marked 

no later than December 31, of the appropriate year. Upon receipt of such a petition, the Secretary shall, 
upon verifying the validity of the petition and the eligibility of the candidates, cause the names of the 
candidates to be placed on the ballot along with those submitted by the Nominating Committee. Publication 
of the list of all eligible candidates shall be made in the February issue of QCWA NEWS. 


Each candidate shall be requested to submit in writing a brief biographical outline to the Secretary by 
March 1, of the appropriate year. This biographical outline shall be published in the May issue of the 
QCWA NEWS along with the ballot. 


Ballots shall be sent no later than May 15 of each year to each member in good standing. The polls shall 
be open no less than 60 days after the date of ballot mailing. Election of candidates shall be by written 
ballot vote of a plurality of the members voting before the close of the polls. 


The President shall, with the approval of the Board of Directors, appoint two or more tellers to count the 
ballots, The tellers shall certify in writing the results of the ballot count for each candidate to the 
Secretary and to the General Manager. 


Results of the election shall be published in the August issue of the NEWS. Candidates shall be notified 
by the General Manager of the results of the balloting via telephone within 24 hours of certification 
by the Secretary, 


ARTICLE VII 
CHAPTERS 
Chapters may from time to time be formed upon the approval of the Board of Directors. The requirement for 


a Chapter shall be as follows: 


(a) Each Chapter member must be and continue to be a member in good standing of the Quarter Century Wireless 
association, Inc. 


(b) The Chapter must have at least ten (10) members residing in the same geographical area. 


(c) The Constitution and By-laws of each Chapter must be consistant with the principles of the Constitution 
and By-laws of the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc, 


(d) Each Chapter shall elect a President/Chairman and other officers as required to conduct the business of 
the Chapter. The Secretary shall correspond with the QCWA Headquarters Office and keep the General 
Manager informed of current information regarding the Chapter. 

(e) Each Chapter may have such local business or social meetings as it wishes and for such purposes as are 
within the spirit of the Quarter Centruy Wireless Association, Inc. 

ARTICLE VIIT 


FINANCIAL OBLIGATIONS 


All obligations incurred by the Association shall be solely corporate obligations and no personal liability 
whatsoever shall attach to or be incurred by, any member, Officer or Director of the Association by reason 
of any such corporate obligations. 


Expenditures beyond those approved in the Annual Budget shall not be made without prior approval of two- 
thirds of the members of the Board of Directors. 

ARTICLE IX 

AMENDMENTS: 


These By-laws may be amended from time to time by a two-thirds vote of the Board of Directors present at any 
regularaly called m-eting of the Baord of Directors. 


Petitions to change the By-laws may be submitted to the Secretary upon signature of at least 200 members in 
good standing on January Ist of the year of submission of the petition. The Board of Directors must con- 
sider and vote upon said petition at the next succeeding meeting of the Board of Directors. 


The membership shall be advised of any amendment to these By-laws at least sixty (60) days prior to its 
becoming effective.
